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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance becaise: applicant's arguments were not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon 
which applicant relies (i.e., " multi-user interaction or the benefits of user-driven Web sites," see page 3: lines 18-19 and page 5: lines 1-2) are not recited in 
the rejected claims. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to applicant's arguments "Murphy does not disclose allowing the originator of the request to indicate a rating of the requested video 
clip", page 4: lines 5-6, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). As stated in 
previous Office Action, Murphy discloses providing a video clip listing, including a rating, to at least some users. However, Murphy does not explicitly call 
for the rating to be provided by a user. Meyer discloses a method and system for allowing users to rate media content. Thus it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use Meyer's product in Murphy's system in order to provide users with products and 
services preferred by other users. 

Applicant's also argued that live video feeds by definition are of indeterminate length" and seemed infer that Murphy's disclosure is only directed 
to the distribution of live video feeds, page 5: line 20-24. However, Murphy discloses "The sources of video feeds may be of any type, including sources of 
live video, stored video, edited video, ..." and "the invention apply to any other types of video feeds", see col. 7: lines 46-55. Since stored video and edited 
video obviously are of specific lengths, it is obvious that if the video feeds source is of stored or edited video, the feeds is of determinate length. Thus it is 
not clear how modify Murphy would "destroy certain advantages of the Murphy system". 

Applicant's also provided various arguments about market condition at the time the invention was made and cited several articles about YouTube, 
Google and their struggles to monetize their products (pages 6-8). However, it is not clear how YouTube and Google's money making strategies and/or 
problems would bolter the patentability of applicant's claims, or how it would make "Examiner's obviousness rejection hollow and without substance" 
whence they were even not relied upon for the rejection. 
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
